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Chapter I 
IntroduGtloni Rationale of the Progam 

Spelling is but one facet of the whole of language arts skills which 
include listening , speaking , writing, and reading-spelling* The 
skills are here deliberately arranged in the order in which they are 
most often acquired. The infant hears the speech of the group 5 usually 
the f^ily, in which he finds himself ^ and by the process of imitations 
ej^erimentation, mnd self-corrections gradually acquires an oral language. 

The yorag child begins scribbling in Imitation of the writing of others , 
md he eventually learns to write his name, learning to spell it, of 
cowse, at the same time. Normally he also begins to ask about letters, 
numbers, and words he sees about hims and leajns incidentally that 
speech soimds are represented by groups of symbols ^ranged in certain 
ways . Thus reading and spelling begin to develop simultaneously upon 
a foundation of auditory and vocal skills. 



Reseaf ch has shown that children tend to read earlier and more 
accurately if they first learn to recognise , discriminate ^ and 
reproduce sounds of letters , syllables 5 Md TOrda before the 
prints! vord is formally presented. For most children this approach 
also results in a higher level of spelling per fOOTance, 
An occasional child ^ however , for want of environmental opportunity 
or encouragemant 5 may not attain these initial stages of develop- 
ment* If his lack is coj^^ounded by a perceptual defieianey, or 
memory difficultleB , or Inadequate speech production, or limited

imderstmding of Siglish, he may enter school with a severe 
handicap* There , v'ery' frequently 5 long-established custom 
dictates almost immediate exposure to the printed wordg with= 
out regard to the subskills of listening, speaking, and dis- 
crimination of sound'i , 

If the child is very hright he may acq_uire a sort of emergency 
sight vocabulary Md appear to be making good progress until 
this fragile structure gives way imder the weight of greatly 
e^anded needs in the third or fourth yeajr of school* It then 
becomes apparent that the student has a weak foimdation of auditory 
skills* Usually he spells veiy poorly. 

Unfortunately 5 recent research discoveries come too late for the 
non-- reading or non-spelling upper grade elemental^ school student, 
to say nothing of the adult in secoadaiy' school or college. It 
is sad, but quite true^ that many otherwise capable adults do 
not read very well and spell even less acourateJ^* Most of theae 
people want veiy much to improve their skills , but repeated ftrus-- 
tration has convinced them that it is hopeless, They may hesitate, 
out of fear of further embajrrasement and failure, to acknowledge 
their need or to ask for help. 

^e self-help progreuflf You Can Teach^ Yourself to Spell s proposes 

a method for iD^rovement of spelling which embodies several distinct 

prlneipleis 

(1) It provides auditory training, 

(2) It Injects an element of humor in the Initial stagai. ^ 
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(3) It employs syllables , which are the building blocks 

for reading-spelling. 
(k) It includes and compares phonetic and devlantspelling* 

(5) It can be used as a guide by a teacher or a tutor of 
upper-level students, 

(6) It can be used by the older student himself j in private 
stu^s if he wishes* 

(7) It requires that the Independent learner be able initially 
to recognize and understand only about slxty--four simple 
one-syllable spelling vords. 
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Chapter II 

= For the Teacher • Informationj Siiggestions- 

For assistea study vith mi individual or %d.th a group 5 if the pro- 
gTBm is succesgfuls the taacher-s attitudes as always 5 is the most 
inipcrt^t ingredient. Pjiy request of a student ^ for information 
or help 5 must be iimediately aiid graciousn^ granted. Failures are 
to be treated casually as part of the leaurnlng process. The good 
teacher tries to Insiirej of course ^ that no student is embarrassed 
or made to feel stupid or incapable of learning* The teacher is 
especially urged not to use this program as a basis for awarding 
grades or marks or for making comparisons between students* 

Every effort should be made to aTOld ^imesSg or drabness 5 or 
boredom* In order to maintain enthuslMms a teacher may wish to use 
the progrm for only two or three days of the week* Some lessons 
can be adequately assimilated in one or two sessions* As many as 
five or six seesions should perhaps be devoted to a few of the les^ 
sons* Both teacher and students will need to be alert for the pro- 
per timing of review or relief sessions* Otherwise overloading can 
occur for some students* ^nere should be no pressure to complete 
the program within any certain time period. 

Each student needs a dictionai^ at hand to be used as a resource. 
If some itudenta diicover other word aiid syllabla patterns or dia- 
critical markings 5 so much the better. No student should ever be 
deterred from forging ahead as rapidly as he desires* 
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Spelling rules have their place , no doubt , but as a teaching 
device they often con^se and actually hinder learning* An 
alternative method, vhich appeajrs to henefit cJls is to consider 
examples first and then to assist students to discover and for- 
imilate their own rules if they desire* In mmy cases 5 spelling 
rules are learned and follo>red without being explicitly stated. 
If students asic^ the teacher may state a single rules aa simply 
as possibles in the students' evei^day vocabulaiy* 

Students vill derive greatest benefit if they maJte and keep their 
own lists of vords. This vill be particularly helpful in remem- 
bering non--phonetic or devlajit spellings, homonyms 5 or vajfiable 
pronunciations • 

Lists in the Appendix include (l) words in the order of their 
presentation in the programs (2) words grouped by vowel sounds ^ 
and (3) words arranged alphabetlcaJ.ly. These lists are for 
reference only and are not a part of any lesson , as sucht A 
total of 150 words are used in the program lessons. Pronuncia- 
tions are based upon the diacritical markings in Webi_ter's

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Chapter III 
Atout the Lessons 



Lesson 1 in the series presents the short vovel iounds in tvent^ 
one--sylla'ble words* All of the consonmits , except and z, 

are used in the initial position, and all except r, 
and Y used in the final position. 

Since most American English words are made up partly or entirely of 
short vovel syllahles , ample time should "be spent on each of the 
first four lessons, with much fm and experimentation. Students 
may enjoy some friendly eompetitlon in challenging one another ^ as 
individuals or as teams 5 to pronounce the nonsense words they write 
on the chalkhoiard, and later to spell them as they are pronounced, 
(The teacher will need to he awaj^e that a final n^ and an initial 

appeal ng next to each other in a word, can produce a different 
sound, e^g*? pink--it , ) 

Lesson 2 presents twenty one-syllahle words with initial consonant 
digraphs 5 short vowel sounds 5 and single final consonMts. As in 
Lesson I5 students are to become familiar with the sounds and with 
the spellings through use of them in nonsense words, in comparison 
with other words containing these same sounds > and in writing their 
own nonsense words using these sounds. 

Lesson 3 continues with the short TOwel sound hut with a single 
initial consonant and a final consonant digraph in fifteen words* 
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Lesson k presents three one-syllable words yith initial three-con- 
sonant trigraphs, short vowel sounds 5 and single final consonants.
